When the great French Revolution 
broke ont, Thomas Paine felt an Im- 
mediate wish to take a band in It 
Hla book“Common-Sense" had prob- 
ably done more than any other book 
to bring the American Revolution to 
a point, and bia other publication, 
“The Crisis,” to carry it safely 
through. He had retired with honor. 
Congress voted him $3000 lor bis 
services, and the State of New York 
gave him five hundred acres of land, 
but he was not content to live on 
these comforts when he could help 
the canoe of Ireedom elsewhere. When 
his ftisads nigsAhias tn e t s f e> hem e 
and quoted to him the Latin motto, 
“Where liberty Is, there ia my coun- 
try” (nbi libertas ibi patiia). he said 
that this was a motto for a coward. 
The true motto for a brave man was 
he said, "Where liberty ia not, there 
is my country”; and so he went to 
Paris and took a hand la the French 
Revolution. When be opposed the 
killing ol the klog.bc was shut up In 
the Boatile.and only escaped the guil- 
lotine because, when thedoors ol those 
prisoners ordered to execution for the 
next day were marked with chalk, it 
happened that hia door was open and 
was marked on the wrong aide, being 
afterwards closed again, so that he 
escaped. Thus he iollowed op bia 
motto, “Wheie liberty is not, there ia 
my country." 

For a century since bis time the 
American nation has habitually acted 
on this motto rnd given its sympathy 
to the under side. Grcoce, Poland, 
Hungary, Italy, Iretand,Mexica,Cnba, 
the South American republics, have 
called forth tha national sympathy, 
because they were or seemed to be op- 
pressed. No one has asked whether 
their heroes were all Washingtons and 
their generals all Grants. Probably 
they were not. No doubt the promi- 
nent insurgent leaders, Bozzarls.Koe- 
suth.Garibaldi, called forth plenty of 
criticism. Bolivar was called more 
than once a braggart and a traitor,yet 
it waa practically due to him that 
South America is now republican and 
not monarchical, and It ia tor this 
that his statne adorns American parks. 
So much for the leaders; and as tor 
the people, there were always plenty 
who doubted, while tha struggle last- 
ed, whether the iasnrgrnts were wor- 
thy of Ireedom or conid ever sustain 
a government dt their own. Vincen- 
nes, the great French minister, who 
sent Rochambean and bis army to 
aerve lu at Yorktown, always expect- 
ed that the new American States 
would soon go to pieces. Sir George 
Twevelyan,ln the beat history oi the 
American Revolution yet written, tells 
ns that, when the war began, George 

III., his ministers, and his army 
agreed in the opinion that *,no popu- 
lation was ever compoeed of wore* 
men or poorer creatures than tbc re- 
bellious town of Boston.” Probably 
there never yet waa an insurrection, 
large or small, ia which the party 
apparently stronger did not honestly 
believe the weaker party to be utterly 
incapable ol selt-govemment. 

The fiaw in the whole reasoning in 
such ca ses is in leaving out the prin- 
ciple of liberty. When a nation, or 
even a £smlly, once enters on -the 
project of managing the afbire of ita 
neighbors, it is on the wrong track. 
It Is as if a termer assumed tha right 
ot confilocatlng the adjoining farm be- 
cause he can raise better crops than 
its owner; or a shopkeeper should 
seize his neighbor's stock ot goods on 
the ground that he ran make more 
money ont ol it than the owmer can. 
There is such a thing as personal 
ownership; Ireedom is Ireedom; and it 
ia not lor a nation boro and reared on 
this theory to ignore it in judging the 
affaire of othere. What would become 
of the neighborhood if Mrs. Jones, 
who manages her lamllv rather ill, 
abonld come home and find that Mrs, 
Smith, her neighbor, bos carried off 
the baby, on the ground that she can 
do better by it, and has therefore a 
oatnral right to ll^ No doubt there 
are extreme caeca where the Isw must 
interfere and do this, but it is too 
great a responsibility to intrust to 
Mrs Jones herself. The whold eerly 
history of free states usually consista 
in rebellion against the Interference of 
other states which think themselvee 
wiser and stronger. But the men 
who are remembered In history the 
longcaC are sometimes those who 
raise their voices against such ag- 
gressions, even when their own gov- 
ernment commits them. Probably the 
thing by which the great Lord Chath- 
am will be longest remembered will 
be his esdsmatiou in Parliament, oa 
November 18, 1777, “II I were an 
American, os I am an Bagliohmaa, 
while ointsign troop waa landnd la my 
country I would never lay down my 
arms— aevsr, nevai, neverl” 

Twice ia history baa the Noitb- 
American republic won jnst giatltnde 
trom the human looe when it might 
have ioricited it by a policy lean ad- 
vasced. To this day, to be surd, Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes, engaged la his career

It Is pecnii 
irly uni' rtunate that ambition ol an 
'jnworthy, scheming politician should 
.hreaten disaster to the Kentnck) 
rtemocracy In the year preceeding a 
presidential contest. — New York Jour 
oal. 

It begins to dawn upon ns, and 
Oonbtlesa upon a great many ol hia 
followers and disciples — lor good taste 
knows no divisions ol politica or 
geography — that Hon. William j 
Bryan is putting needless strain npou 
the devotion and respect of the Demo 
cratic paity at large. 

Of course the Post has always advo> 
cated a government by party a.s the 
only system possible under our insti 
tntions, and has insisted that the rule 
ot the majoiity applies as absolutely 
to the smallest subdivision of State or 
county as to the country at large. 
Prom this point ol view we have de> 
tended ever party leader on the list — 
Gorman, Uuay. Hoar, even Lodge — 
as entitled to the supremacy he may 
have won within the strict lines ol 
party discipline. When the Cleve> 
land worshipers in 1896 bolted the 
Chicago ticket and act themselves op 
as superior beings we treated them, 
from Cleveland himself down to By» 
nnm and Bonrke Cochran, aaso many 
renegades and humbugs disguised as 
prigs. We speak lor no political oT'< 
ganizition. Our chosen pert is to 
take administrations as they come, 
and treat them by the standard ol 
their public usefulness. Hence 
when we say that Mr. Bryan is 
blundering sadly we speak lor no 
party or fiction, but in tbe interest ol 
truth and common sense. 

Mr. Bryan blunders in going to 
Kentncky to take part in a purely in 
testinal quarrel among Demnerats. 
The people who oppose Goebel are 
not Bryan's donbtlnl supporters On 
the contrary. Goebel’s moat conspic 
uoos advocates are Democrats of the 
Henry Watterson type — men who, in 
1896, damned Dryan with laint praise 
if not with open enmity. Certainly 
Wstteraon himself was prominent in 
tile ranks ol Democratic driectioo. 
He bubbled over with somewhat taw- 
dry epigrams and aphorisms, and, 
toward the last, became practically 
choked with maudlin sentiment He 
addressed the American Democracy 
Iroui the summit ol Mont BIsnee. and 
coutiibuled to the mountain streams 
of Switzerland the freshets ol his tears. 
There ia no reason why Ur) an should 
descend from the eminence he occu 
pies and mingle with the warring lac 
tions Kentncky. Even though there 
were au excuse lor hia intervention at 
all, he ahould be on the side of those 
who fought and voted for him three 
years ago. But there is no excuse of 
any kind. Tbe Democrats of Ken- 
tucky are tbe men to say whether 
Goebel represents the roa|ority in the 
party and they have not so tar made 
their convictions clear. 

Mr, Bryan is imperiling his leader 
ship by such questionable oQires 
He ahould bear in mind tbe fact that 
no party leader can survive the loss ol 
bis party's respect and eoiiBdence.— 
Washington Post.
